Before Farrowing Helps Raise Better Pigs 


QOME farmers usually make 
"more money on hogs than do 
their neighbors. People have the 
habit of referring to them as 
“sood hog men.” But there is no 
secret to their success. 

These “good hog men” remem- 
ber, and try to do, all the little 
things that help save more pigs 
and grow better hogs. There are 
special jobs for each season of the 
year. 

What are some of the little 
things that it is important to look 
after now? 

Condition of the sows at farrow- 
ing time is important.

Current reports estimate 21 million acres 
of wet lands could be used for crops if properly 
drained. 


Strip Cropping

And even if there is plenty of 
lime nearby, it can’t get to the 
starved roots in time to keep them 
alive. 

So, if lime isn’t well distributed 
thru the soil, only part of it can 
be used by plants. And the mois- 
ture and other plant food in 
calcium-deficient areas won't do 
the plants much good, either. 

When you spend money for 
lime, be sure that: (1) the lime is 
fine enough to mix well with the 
soil; (2) the lime is mixed in and 
not just spread on top of the 
ground; (3) the lime is spread 
ome time before the crop you 
want to help planted.

Pigs Don’t Pass Up 


“Poor Land” Corn 


Test Shows 45-Bushel and 94-Bushel Crops 
Make Little Difference in the Rate of Gain 


JIGS don’t know the difference 

between “rich land” corn and 
corn. That’s what an 
Iowa State College experiment 
seems to show. 

The results of this experiment 
may surprise some farmers. It has 
been said that corn from a high- 
vielding field weighed better than 
n from a low-vielding field. 

Chemists have found that corn 
raised on good land contained 
‘e protein than corn grown on 
poor land. A poor soil is said to 

luce crops with less minerals 
her nutritive values. 

But here are the results of a 

experiment at the Iowa 
expe ent station. Results are 
d by C. C. Culbertson.

When all pigs were sold, it was 
found that the pigs getting “poor 
land” corn had needed 329 pounds 
of feed to make 100 pounds of 
gain. The pigs getting “rich land” 
corn required 323 pounds of feed 
for 100 pounds of gain. 

The difference is six pounds of 
feed for 100 pounds of gain. Re- 
duced to percentage, it is 2 per 
cent. “The data certainly do not 
show any significant difference in 
the corns from the two fields,” 
Culbertson says. 

When each pair of pigs was 
compared, the same result was 
evident. Altho the average favored 
slightly pigs getting “rich land” 
corn, in some cases pigs on “poor 
land” corn actually did better.

Sudan Makes 
Good Range 


To the Editor: I have a 
feed lot IT want to seed to pas- 
ture my growing chickens 
this summer. What can I sow 
to make a good range?—L, M., 
Jasper County, lowa. 


for 


It will be for you to 
use a grass crop because you will 
not have time legume 
started. To keep on the 
range from early spring until fall, 
should divide the lot 
into two parts. 

In one part of the lot you should 


necessary 


to get a 


grass 


vou probably 


sow oats or rye as Soon as you 
can That will give the chick- 
ens something they can run on 
this spring. 

In the other half you can sow 
sudan grass for early summer 
pasture. By the time the sudan 
is ready, the oats or rye will be 
gone. Then you can break up 
the first half again and sow some 
more sudan to be used for late 
summer range. 

That way, your flock will have 


green feed all summer. 

It’s important to clip a poultry 
pasture to keep the grass tender 
and palatable. The chickens will 
eat more and will get 
more good out of it if you keep it 
clipped. 

Some effort generally re- 
quired to keep any bare places 
from showing up in the pasture, 
and to get the chickens to graze 
it evenly. This can done by 
moving the mash hoppers as soon 
as the grass around them begins 
to get thin.

Both of these flocks went into 
laving houses in late September. 
In the first month of laying, the 
brooder house birds produced a 
otal of 1.152 eggs, or an average 
of 9.2 eggs per bird. The other 
125 puilets laid an average of 10.6 
eggs per bird, or a total of 1,525 
eggs.
